SURFACE ROCK sep, |

tained—Pacific Electric Finds it 


Way—Railread to Extend Seven ‘ 


In view of the good roads agitation, 
it is interesting to note the work that 
has been done in a few parts recently. 
The old system of. “oiling roads and 
streets” is clearly a flat failure except 
for a moderate improvement of some 
of the worst thoroughfares. The new 
system of “making roads with ofl” is 


The “oll and natura! soll” no longer 
gees where real results are wanted. 
The use of the heavy 10 to 11 gravity 
petroleum has become quite gencral. 
Its superiority has been well demon- 
strated but there -is a wide difference 
between different oils of this gravity 
and with the same amount of asphal- 
tum. Some of that sold is well-nigh 
useless, although it is unquestionably 
of the specified gravity and contains: 
the required percentage of asphalt. | 
As has been pointed out before, the 
oll must possess the adhesive quality 
and be able to bind the rock and as- 
phaitum together, in other words, the 
necessary petroline. 

The best roads dre undoubtedly the 
macadamized highways found in old- 
er sections. The building of such 
thoroughfares with the use of oil on 
the surface to form a top dressing, 
and present a surface like asphalt 
pavement, is just in its infancy in 
Southern California. In Pasadena there 
are a number of streets of this kind, 
notably Madison avenue, prepared at 
a cost of 12 cents per square foot and 
with a depth-of seven inches of 
foundation. Blocks of this street are 
scarcely distinguishable from asphalt 
paving. There are others similar, but 
some are not eyual to this, at the same 
time they are superior to those pre- 
pared in the old way. 

The new method of macadamizing 
and oiling, as tald down in a aet of 
specifications used for a number of 
streets, may be outlined substantially 
as follows: For the foundation grad- 
ing is done by the removal of all 
earth, stone, loose rock, cement, shale, 
hard pan, etch, to a depth of seven 
inches below the inicnded finished 
surface and to a further depth of two 
fect below the sub-grade whenever 
mud, sand or other soft material is 
encountered, the space to be refilled 
with good earth or gravel. The whole 
is rolled with a roller of not less than 
12 tons weight, until the surface is 
unyielding, all depressions made by 
the roller being filled up and rolled 
again. All portions that cannot be 
reached by the roller must be tamped 
solid and the rolling must not be done | 
in wet or the ground 
soft and m m 
Be checked by the street superintend- 
ent before proceeding with work. 

On this grade a bottom course of 
macadam is iaid consisting of stone 
not exceeding three inches in diameter 
and not less than one and a half 
inches. This layer will be five inches 
in thickness and is rolled with a 12- 
ton steam roller “until the stone 
ceases to sink under the roller or to 
creep in front of it.” a

other one, “Love one another.” This new com- 
mandment turns our eyes inwardly as the monks of 
Mount Athos who sat in the sun and with eyes 
firmly fixed on their umbilical region thought in- 
wardly—only of themselves. 

- An Indian wigwam, a bunch of arrows, a well- 
bent bow and a stone tomahawk, the only wealth of 
the family; a bunch of feathers. crow’s or cagle’s, 
and the skin of a wild animal, the complete ward- 
robe; a bushel of corn and a few pounds of dried 
meat, the only provision made for the future; a 
“waste, howling wilderness” in which savage beasts 
teeming continent full of wealth lying . 
agery, 

A nation of 90,000,000 people, hundreds of great 
cities, fields yielding billions of bushels of grain, 
inex- 
haustible supply, railroads. over which rush long 
trains at thirty miles an hour, instead of a trail 
through the woods along which a woman painfully 
toils serving as a beast of burden, palaces full of 
luxury instead of the nerrow and bare wigwam, men 
and women “clothed and in their right mind” in- 
stead of the naked red man-—civilization. 

Which commandment have the American peo- 
ple been following for 300 years to work out this 
transformation scene, “Love one another,” or 
“Don't starve your own soul-longi er 
they be.” 

This land of ours in this day of ours is full of 
men and women who will in the most matter-of-fact 
and off-hand way tell you that the “new com- 
mandment” has grown old, is out of date and will 
not do to guide the people in right paths longer, and 
that a really new commandment fitted to the time 
and place is urgently wecessaty. These will tell 
you that they have found the new commandment 
and that it reads, “Don't starve your own soul- 
longings at any time.” 

This means, think only of yourself and forget all 
others. It means, think only of the present hour and 
forget there is any tomorrow. Think only of your 
own gratification and forget duty. Think only of 
and forget necessity. 

The most cursory glance at history reveals the 
fact that self-restraint, self-denial, providence and 
thrift make humankind what it is: that those who 
practiced the virtues just named have been the win- 
ners in the races of life; and that the nations which 
have been made-up most of men and women with 


these virtues and graces of character have been the - 


nations to grow, flourish and last. Men like George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln and William Mc- 
Kinley, thousands of them all through our history, 
were men who looked out of themselves and 
thought of others, and they denied themselves 


many gratifications for duty’s sake, were accus-_ 


tomed to forego pleasures of the moment for the 
sake of necéssities of the future.

Modern Germany, modern England, as well as 
modern America, have been built up to power, 
wealth and all greatness by generations who looked 
away ahead at each stretch along the pathway of 
their lives and refused to loiter by the roadside to 
gather wild roses because they knew a storm was 
on the wing, a lion in the woods or a serpent be- 
neath the bush. 

“Don't starve your own soul-longings.” If you 
have a dollar spend it. Forget tomorrow, sick days 
and old age. If there is a concert of sweet music 
go and hear it. Do not think of your wife at home, 
with no loaf in the house for breakfast. If some 
“spelibinder” is in town to speak to you “smooth 
things, to prophesy deceits,” go feast your soul on 
that and let it wax fat and kick against the pricks 
of circumstances which make shoes a necessity for 
your children. Forget rent day and the bills of the 
grocer and the butcher. Banish from your mind 
the thonght of the debt you owe a friend. “Don’t 
starve your own soul” with such beggarly con- 
siderations as honesty, as‘duty to your wife or chil- 
dren. Let your longing self feast and grow fat. 
“Eat, drink and be merry, for tomorrow we dic.” 


“But ye shall not surely die,” says this modern 
serpent pointing out the sweetness of the fruit upon 
the tree even as the “old serpent” did. [t is the 
same old devil who inspired this Philistine doctrine 
today that lurked in the primeval Eden. Are there 
not foolish people in the world who live still by the 
old gospel of thoughtiulness for others, of duty, of 
providence, of thrift and industry. Have they not 
barns bursting out with plenty? “Don't starve 
your own soul.” Let the foolish do that, and when 
your body is in danger of starvation because the 
passing desires of self have had so much nourish- 
ment, it is your privilege to demand that the self- 
denying shall divide with you and feed your body. 
Thtis saith the prophets of the newest dispensation. 


AS NAVAL FUEL. 

_ John Bull, staid old model of conservatism that 
he is, has advanced beyond Uncle Sam in the choice 
of fuel ‘for his navy. Oi! has been practically de- 
cided upon for this purpose. Britain’s ships are 


‘being changed to burn liquid fuel as fast as possible. 


Meanwhile we are building one vessel along this 
line as an experiment, although we have here in 
California the finest supply of fuel oil in the world 
while Great Britain does not produce one drop at 
home, and her oil-producing colonies, India and 
Canada, do not rank high as such, especially as to 
oil suitable for fuel. Moreover, in making the 
change Britain is going directly against the im- 
mense coal interests of England and Wales, among 
the biggest industries in the British Isles. : 


Admiral Evans's fleet is burning coal. Coming 


around the Horn the coal question was one of the 


serious problems to be faced. It has been demon- 
strated by merchant ships that enough oil can be 
carried to make a long voyage. The statement was 


published extensively, and never denied; that the . 


“Nebraskan” actually did go from San Francisco 
to New York with oil fuel enough on board to last 
the entire trip. This still leaves more room for 
other purposes than is left by coal. Quite recently 
Senstor Hale created a furore in the Senate by de- 
claring the navy uselessly handicapped by lack of 
colliers. It will be readily seen that the enlarge- 
ment of the steaming radius of ships possible with- 
out replenishing fuel supply would in itself be a 
great advantage. The objection that coal, on ac- 
count of its world-wide use, is obtainable anywhere 
while oif is not, is bound to lose its effectiveness 
very qttickly when once it is introduced on British 
and American warships, as storage stations will 


have to be placed in every port just as coal depots. 


aré now located. Oil could be kept just as well as 
coal at Magdalena Bay. 

Besides greater storage capacity and larger 
steaming radius there is the .greater case of load- 
ing. Coaling a warship is one of the things most 
dreaded by naval men. It means much work and 
dirt. Oil may be taken on through a pipe without 
hard labor or dirt. eo 
- The reduction in the number of stokers, the sub- 
stitution of cooler fire rooms for the present fur- 
faces where men go often to sickness and some- 
times to death in hard trips, such as the one just 
completed, or the Oregon's memorable voyage— 
these points are in oil's favor. There is a halo of

of the stoke hole—in the popular mind—and there 
may be some sentimental regret over their passing, 
but there is not the least doubt but that it would be 
a benefit to all cotfcerned. Modern conditions have 
done away entirely with the “old salt.” who could 
not hol his own in. the present age of science and 
breins aboard ship. Undoubtedly the use of oil 


would do away with the services of the fireman, 
whose main and sometimes only qualification is en- 
durance. 

The fear of explosions and fire that formerly 
hedged the oil tanks has been shown to be grouwnd- 
less in actual practice. There were those who pre- 
dicted all disasters from this source when the Espee 
and Santa Fé decided to use petroleum in loco- 
motives. Fire was to destroy all the cities of Cali- 
fornia because of oil storage—although oil, and high 
gravity oi), too, was used safely for years before 
for the same purposes in Russia—and horror after 
horror was to follow its use on the water. None 


of these predictions have come to pass. Neither. 


will any such disasters happen in the navy. The 
fuel will be properly stored and handled by experts 
and in safety. Sooner or later oil will be used. 
A HUMBUG LAW. ‘ 

The law under which “sweet wines” are made 
should be amended because it is a humbug. 

For information it may be said that “sweet wine” 
in popular parlance is “fortified wine” in the lan- 
guage of wine makers. The “fortification” consists 
in. adding to the grape juice, out of which “dry 
wines” are mad¢, about 25 per cent. of brandy, 
which as most people know is a product of grape 
juice obtained by distillation, the wine being a 
product of fermentation. : 

Sweet wines are port and angelica, also sherry, 
although this is manufactured by a different proc- 
ess. To make -sherry, thé grape juice is put in 
casks with a quantity of sugar added. The kegs are 
then placed in an “oven” where the wine is baked. 

The government levies a tax of $1.10 per gallon 
on brandy; but to encourage the manufacture of 
sweet wines it allows wine men to use, duty free, 
enough brandy of their own distillation to fortify 
their sweet wines. The law's design is to encourage 
gtape culture. The brandy is legally supposed to 
be made from grapes grown by the wine maker, 
and all wineries are required by law to ‘maintain a 
vineyard. But there are few wine which do not 
buy grapes from other growers, many getting 
hearly ofl supply by purchase. 

Herein is the humbug. It is impossi- 
ble, or at least inconvenient, to Keep the grapes 
grown by the wine maker apart from those he buys. 
It would be impossible for an excise law to enforce 
the law to the letter. So the wine maker uses any 
er juice he pleases for distillation and takes any 

randy on hand to fortify his sweet wines. The 
practical result is that many wine makers have an 
acre of vines around their wineries so neglected 
that the crop is about nil. Some wineries have a 
hundred or less live vines near the winery, and 
probably not a drop of home-grown grape juice 
goes into the fortifying brandy. 

It is one of those vicious laws which practically 
puts a premium on dishonesty. | 


AVAL ETIQUETTE SATISFIED. 

A twenty-one gun salute, fired twenty-four 
hours late, has saved the country. Peruvian honor 
is satisfied and the battleship flect can breathe 
freely. It can still frolic rather than fight. 

When the glorious California sun was burnishing 
the Golden Gate on Palm Sunday the Peruvian 
cruiser Almirante Grau steamed proudly past the 
Presidio. and Alcatraz Island. As she went by the 
latter she saluted punctiliously and Capt. Eduardo 
Hidalgo stood at attention, with the little finger of 
each hand touching the gold stripes on his trousers 
while he waited for Uncle Sam’s answering thunder. 


But the guns on the Presidio and the batteries on: 


Alcatraz were silent. They neither barked nor 
boomed. 

Capt. Eduardo Hidalgo was astonished, he was 
even worse; he was almost internationally indig- 
nant. Fortunately Admiral Swinburne happened to 
be “Johnny on the spot” with the Charleston and 
let loose a couple of guns just to show that Uncle 
Sam has a few rounds of ammunition left. 

But the fact still remained that fragile naval eti- 
quette had been brokem and it was up to America 
to cement it. Gen. Funston’ sent his aide-de-camp 
aboard ‘the Almirante Grau with a hatful of what 
the Sam Francisco papers call profuse apologies 


which, we learn from the same source, were graci- 


ously accepted by Capt. Eduardo Hidalgo, “to the 
great relief of Gen. Funston.” We can hardly im- 
agine the latter trembling in his shoes while the 
fierce Hidalgo twirled his fiercer mustache, but 
we'll take the San Francisco word for it. 

It seems, after all, that the fault was really with 


tlre Peruvian, who hasn't kept himself posted on _ 


naval matters. They are rather behind the times 
in Peru and Capt. Eduardo evidently is no hustler.

“Hitherto our national policy has 
been one of almost unrestricted dis- 
posal of natural resources, and this in 
more lavish measure than in any other 
nation in the world’s history: and 
this policy of the Federal government 
has been shared the constituent 
States. Three consequences have en- 
sued: First, unprecedented consump- 
tion of natural resources; second, ex- 
haustion of these resources, to the ex- 
tent that a large part of our available 
public lands have passed into great 
estates or corporate interests, our for- 
ests are so far depleted as to multiply 
the cost of forest products, and our 
supplies of coal and iron ore are so 
far reduced as to enhance prices; and, 
third, unequatied rtunity for pri- 
vate monopoly, to the extent that both 
the Federal and State 

have been compelled to enact laws for 
the protection of the people.”
